A reporter of the EEi'UBLioiN called on 


Reynolds this morning, at his apartments 
in the Hotel de Jennings. He is now oc- 
cupying a commodioui cell in the second 
story of the Jailer's residence. It in one 
commonly used for prisoners of the frailer 
tax. Repnolds,' father was present, sitting 
outside the grated door, talking with his 
son. He is an old gentleman, 73 years of 
age, and is boarding at present in the 
Pennsylvania House. Tbe reporter shook 
hands with Reynolds through the iron bars. 
He was rather negligently attired and wore 
a plug hat 
Mrs. Gross, the wife of tbe 


assistant jailer, came in and. handed him 
a cup of cold water. She told Reynolds 
had he never drank anything stronger he 
would not be where he was. Reynolds 
mildly protested and drank the thin beve- 
rage with Christian resignation. He told 
tbe reporter that be was confident of being 
released to-day, either through a writ oi 
Habeas corpus, or by obtaining bail. He 
had been languishing in jail orerayear 
and found tbe confinement very tedious 
and lonely. He seemed much vexed at 
being again restrained from his liberty.— 
His attorneys are Messrs. John W. Smith 
»nd E.R. Eldridge. The latter gentleman is 
personally acquainted with the prisoner. 
He informed the reporter that he knew 
him intimately when a boy. Reynolds' 
family are respectable. One of his uncles 
had been a member of the Indiana legisla- 
ture, and occupied various official posi- 
tions of truat. Reynolds' mother, a very 
estimable woman, died when he was about 
sixteen. 


His intense grief caused an altno t fatal 


illness, from which he emerged a changed 
person. He formed bad associations, and 
beganacaieer of dissipation, which has 
ended in J»il, und irwy be the penitentiary. 
He weartt side whiskers, and is rut bur a 
refined looking man. llu writes verse*, 
and is somewhat skillful with the cntyon.
